PEACE — 


London, June 7. 


President Truman’s special representative, 


John Foster Dulles, said 


today there was good 


reason to hope that there: will be no third world 


war. 


Ina speech to the English-speaking Union, Mr 
Dulles reviewed the Anglo-American discussions’on 
the problem of the Japanese peace treaty. - 


He said: “There are few post- 
war problems of comparable im- 
portance, It seems that Germany 
and Japan are the two principal: 
goals of the Soviet Communists, 
Without Germany or Japan the 
Sovict bloc is hopelessly out-, 
classed in what it takes to fight 
a prolonged general war, and 
therefore there is good reason 
fo hope there will not be an; 
such war,” ‘ 

Mr Dulles said the Soviets 
envisagedan Asiatic combination 
with China anid Japan to shift 
the balance! of world power, He 
added: “Fortunately, the 
Japanese people do’ not want 
{lat combination, | They want 
fellowship with free nations 
which «genuinely seek = peace 
through collective security, 
Thus, there is an opportunity 
to make a Japanese peace which 
will: not- only-end-the~cold-war- 
but strengthen the fabric of 
‘peace against a new war.’ 

Mr Dulles said the 13 members 
of the Far Eastem Commission 
agrecd there should’ be a 
Japunese peace treaty now but 
{hat Russia had not agreed on 
matters of procedure, , 

He sald; “We hope the Sovict 
Union will join. in the Japanese 
peace. We have been paticnt 
and long-suffering in seeking 
fhat, But it is not indispensable, 
In the case of Japan, those of 
the Allies which have a genuine 
will for peace can preeeed 
knowing that they can not be 
prevented,” 


NO VACUUM : 

The substance of the trealy 
would give the Japanese what 
the surrender terms’ described 
ay “the opportunity to lead 
peaceful and productive lives, 
with access to raw materials ond 
participation in world trade.”

AMERICAN TRADING 
With RED BLOO 


Washington, June 7, 

The Department of Com- 
merce in a. statistical analysis 
reported that American exports 
to the entire Soviet bloc were 
cut by one-half in 1950 from 
the 1949 level and the trend 
was sharply downward in the 
Jast quarter of 1950, 

On the other hand, 
States imports from the Com- 
munist bloc were valued xt 
$226,973,000 in 1950; and $174,- 
537,000 in 1949, and the volume 
grew in cach successive quarter 
of 1950. 

The trends were not explain- 
ed or commented upon in the 
figures, published today; . 

United States exports to ten 
Eastern European countries, in- 
cluding Soviet Russia, plus China 
and) Manchuria, amounted to 
$72,382,000 in 1050, compared 
with $114,551,000 in 1949. United 
States exports declined to all 
Communist bloc countries ex- 
cept’ Albania and Manchuria. 
Sales to Albania were—$169,000 
against $1@7,000 during the pre- 
vious year. Exports to Man- 
churia were less than $600,000 in 
1949 but $866,000 in 1050. 

Exports to the Soviet Union 
dropped from $6,617,000 in 1949 
to $752,000 in 1950, and to China 
proper from $82,673,000 to 
$36,744,000. In the fourth quar- 
ter of 1950, exports to Manchuria 
were $1,000,000 and to China 
Lroper $2,532,000, 

The largest export category 
ta the Soviet Union in 1950 was 
industrial machinery, valued at 
.$272,000._ Imports of metal. from 
the U.S.S.R., included man- 
fanese ore, $2,085,000; ferro- 
mangane: $574,000; chrome 
ore, $2,173,000; and platinum,

’ Impartial diplomatic observers estimated today that the political hot 
seat for the Secretary of State, Mr Dean’ Acheson, had ‘cooled as a result 
’ of his testimony at the Senate hearings on General MacArthut’s dismissal. 


This Issue alone, it was be- 
lieved, would not force Mr 
Acheson's reifrement from’ his 
present post although it was 
apparent some Republi¢ans 
would continue a running fight 
for his ouster on the cumulative 
record. Even sources ordinari- 
ly ‘critical of the Sceretary con- 
ceeded that he had made ae skil- 
ful and persuasive statement of 
the: Administration’s Far East- 
ern policies and had consider- 
ably clarified Congressional and 
publice knowledge of the course 
of events in China since the 
war, 


Other sources felt he hed 
kept national policy alms weil 
in line with the futuro greater 
usefulness of the United Na- 
tions as a world peace agency.

Request For Money 
To-Bunker Soviet 
Ship Now In HK 
Must Stay Here Until: It 
Is Forthcoming — 


The Hongkong-built Russian ship Murmansk, 
which arrived in port two days ago, may be laid up 
here indefinitely because she is short of coal and no 
one in Hongkong will bunker her unless payment is 
made in-cash. The ship is carrying important car- 
goes for Vladivostok, Manchuria and Japan. 


“}-->Messrs Wallem-and Company, Ltd; who’are acting as 


agents for the ship, said they were unaware the ship was 
calling here until shortly before her arrival when the cap- 
tain sent a message saying he was putting into Hongkong 


for coal. 


Wallem's have cabled tho 
Russian: trade organisation, Ex- 
pomthleb, in Shanghai, ad- 
vising them of the ship's re- 
quirements and asking to be 
put in funds to carry out the 
bunkering, but the moncy — so 
far has not been forthcoming. 

The company ‘confirmed this 
morning that unless and until 
-this is done, the vessel will be 
lnfd up here indefinitely. She 
requires about 230 tons of coal 
to enable her to complete her 
voyage, = 


The 6,850-ton Murmansk was 
built in Hongkong in 1941, and 
launched. os the Empire Star- 
light at Kowloon Dock. She 
was one of several Empire class 
ships built’ In Hongkong be- 
tween 1939 and 1941 for war.
